Job Market Improves for ' 


Students leave eollege 
with better prospects 
than previous grads 


New York 

The class of 2012 is leaving college 
with something that many graduates 
since the start of the Great Recession 
have lacked: jobs. 

To the relief of graduating seniors 
— and their anxious parents — the 
outlook is brighter than it has been 
in four years. Campus job fairs were 
packed this spring and more compa- 
nies are hiring. Students aren’t just 
finding good opportunities, some are 
weighing multiple offers. 

In some ways, members of the 
class of 2012 got lucky. They arrived 
on campus in September 2008, the 
same month that Wall Street invest- 
ment bank Lehman Brothers col- 
lapsed, touching off a financial crisis 
that exacerbated the recession. 

On campus, they were largely insu- 
lated from the collapsing U.S. econo- 
my. While older brothers and sisters 
graduated into a dismal job market, 
they took shelter in classes. 

For many graduates, spirits are 
more upbeat, and the employment 
outlook is especially promising. 

“It’s just been such a dramatic 
change from what we saw in 2008,” 
says Mercy Eyadiel, who oversees 
career development at Wake Forest 



Though hiring is not backto its pre-recession level, many graduates are less likely to 
work low-paying jobs or have to move back in with mom and dad to pay off school loans. 


Changing Expectations 

Students’ expectations have also changed. That 
dream job might just be a dream. Seniors are instead 
focusing on stepping-stone positions that will hope- 
fully lead to better opportunities. Others are willing to 
move to less desirable locations and settle for lower 
salaries. Pay for new graduates fell 10 percent dur- 
ing the recession, according to the John J. Heldrich Center for Workforce 
Development at Rutgers University. Few expect it to climb back soon, (ap)

Back then, openings disappeared 
overnight and companies were calling 
recent graduates to rescind offers. 

Though hiring is not back to its 
pre-recession level and plenty of 
seniors are leaving campuses with- 
out jobs, this year’s graduates are less 
likely to face the disappointment of 
moving back in with mom and dad, 
or being forced to work at a coffee 
shop to pay off loans.

“I was nervous that my college 
degree would go to waste,” says Laura 
Mascari, who arrived on the Univer- 
sity of Delaware’s Newark campus in 
the fall of 2008. Mascari will work in 
marketing — her major — for chem- 
icals giant DuPont. 

Students today also have more 
confidence. Two years ago, career 
directors say seniors were so afraid 
of the recession that they flocked to 
graduate schools to wait it out. That 
trend is reversing. The number of U.S. 
students taking admissions exams 
for graduate business school and law 
school are down 8 percent and 16 per- 
cent.

Yahoo CEO Scott Thompson left 
the company four months into the 
job Sunday after more than a week 
of scrutiny into inaccuracies on his 
resume and in company filings. 

The struggling Internet compa- 
ny had hoped that Thompson, who 
became CEO is January, would turn 
things around. He now becomes the 
fourth CEO to leave Yahoo in five 
years. Yahoo’s global media head 
Ross Levinsohn will replace him. 

Thompson’s exit was encouraged 
by Third Point, the activist hedge 
fund that owns nearly 6 percent of 
Yahoo shares. Third Point’s CEO, 
Dan Loeb, and two of the hedge

Thompson’s resume discrepan- 
cy might have been more forgiv- 
able at a company that was mak- 
ing money for shareholders, said 
James Post, a management profes- 
sor at Boston University. 


“When you’re angry at the 
management and the board, when 
nothing’s going right and you’re 
losing money, it’s understandable 
that shareholders would adopt an 
'off with their head’ attitude,” said 
Post, who specializes in corporate 
governance and professional eth- 
ics.

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Trading Blunder 
Costs JPMorgan 


3 high-ranking execs 
to resign after bank 
reports $2B in losses 


New York 

Three high-ranking executives at 
JPMorgan Chase are expected to 
leave their jobs this week after a 
trading blunder cost the bank $2 
billion, the Wall Street Journal 
reported Sunday. 

The Journal, citing people famil- 
iar with the situation, reported that 
one of the executives is Ina Drew, 
who for seven years has run the 
risk-management division at the 
bank responsible for the loss. 

The other two identified by 
the newspaper are an executive 
in charge of the London desk that 
placed the trades and a manag- 
ing director on that team. The 
bank did not immediately return 
a message. 

The $2 billion loss, disclosed on 
Thursday by CEO Jamie Dimon, has 
been an embarrassment for the bank 
and led lawmakers and critics of the 
banking industry to call for tough- 
er regulation of Wall Street. 

On Friday, investors shaved 
almost 10 percent off JPMorgan’s 
stock price. Dimon said in a TV 
interview aired Sunday that he was 
“dead wrong” when he dismissed 
concerns about the bank’s trading 
last month.

to dismantle a failing big bank and 
wipe out shareholder equity. But he 
stressed that JPMorgan, the largest 
bank in the U.S., is “very strong." Di- 
mon said the bank is open to inquiries 
from regulators. He has also prom- 
ised, in an email to bank employees 
and in a call with stock analysts, to 
get to the bottom of what happened 
and learn from the mistake, (ap) 


“We made a terrible, egregious 
mistake,” Dimon said in an inter- 
view that was taped Friday and 
aired on NBC’s “Meet the Press.” 
“There’s almost no excuse for it.” 

Dimon said he did not know the 
extent of the problem when he said 
in April that the concerns were a 
“tempest in a teapot.” 

The loss came in the past six 
weeks. Dimon has said it came 
from trading in so-called credit 
derivatives and was designed to 
hedge against financial risk, not to 
make a profit for the bank. 

Dimon conceded to NBC that 
the bank “hurt ourselves and our 
credibility” and expects to “pay 
the price for that.” (ap)

Assassination deals 
setback to efforts to 
end decade-long war 

Kabul, Afghanistan 

A gunman in a car assassinated a 
former high-ranking Taliban offi- 
cial working to end the decade-long 
war in Afghanistan, dealing a pow- 
erful blow Sunday to the fragile, 
U.S.-backed effort to bring peace 
to the country. 

Arsala Rahmani, a top member 
of the Afghan peace council and a 
senator in parliament, was killed a 
week before a key NATO summit 
and just hours before President 
Hamid Karzai announced the third 
stage of a five-part transition that 
is supposed to put Afghan securi- 
ty forces in control of their coun- 


try by the end of 2014. 

Police said an assassin with a 
silencer-equipped pistol shot Rah- 
mani, who was in his 70s, as he 
was riding in his car in one of the 
capital’s most secure areas, near 
Kabul University. 

The gunman fired from a white 
Toyota Corolla that pulled up along- 


side Rahmani’s vehicle at an inter- 
section. Rahmani’s driver rushed 
him to a hospital, but he died on 
the way, police said. 

The killing was another set- 
back to efforts to negotiate a polit- 
ical resolution to the war. 

In September 2011, former 
Afghan President Burhanuddin 


Rabbani, who was head of the peace 
council, was assassinated in his 
Kabul home by a suicide bomber 
posing as a peace emissary from 
the Taliban. 

The Taliban denied responsibil- 
ity for Rahmani’s killing, although 
they had publicly threatened to tar- 
get peace negotiators and others 
working with the government. 

Agha Jan Motasim, a member 
of the Taliban leadership coun- 
cil known as the Quetta Shura, 
condemned Rahmani’s assassi- 
nation. 

“He was a good Muslim. He 
was a nationalist and worked for 
an Islamic system in Afghanistan. 
We respected him,” Motasim said 
from Turkey, where he is recover- 
ing from gunshot wounds suffered 
last year in Pakistan, deb riechmann,

Two board members 
want workers to pay 
into their own funds 

Transportation 

Metro’s finance committee on 
Thursday endorsed the agency’s 
proposed $2.5 billion annual bud- 
get and promised a close look at 
Metro’s pension costs. 

Union employees of the transit 
agency do not contribute to their 
pensions, which are fully funded 
by Metro, and some board mem- 
bers are urging a change in policy. 
In fiscal 2013, the cost of the pen- 
sion program is projected to rise 
34 percent to $150 million. 

The budget is expected to be 
approved by Metro’s full board in 
two weeks. 

Richard Sarles, Metro’s general 
manager, said in a statement that 
the budget “continues the path of 
improvements we’ve made in safety 
and rebuilding our system. 

“We are investing more to 
improve the day-to-day custom- 
er experience through increased 
preventive maintenance of escala- 


tors, enhanced bus corridor service 
and added rail rush hour service 
in preparation for the Silver Line,” 
the new rail route under construc- 
tion in Northern Virginia. 


New Buses 

The fiscal 2013 budget also in- 
cludes spending $67 million to 
buy 95 new diesel hybrid buses 
to replace nearly 100 Orion VI 
buses, a model plagued by prob- 
lems. Two of the Orion VI buses 
recently caught fire. Since the 
incidents, Metro has taken its 
nearly 100 Orion VI buses out of 
service and plans to get rid of 
them and buy hybrid diesel bus- 
es by New Flyer. The new batch 
of buses is expected to arrive in 
the fall, if the final budget is ap- 
proved. (THE WASHINGTON POST) 


The concerns about pensions 
come as Metro starts to negoti- 
ate with Local 689, which repre- 
sents about 8,000 of its employ- 
ees, whose contract expires at the 
end of June. 

Management has said that 
workers shouldn’t expect to see a 
pay increase given that the agen- 
cy was ordered by a court to give 
a 9 percent pay increase the past 


three years. Metro said it has been 
seeing a rise in pension costs in 
large part because of changes in the 
financial markets that required it 
to put more money into pensions. 

After the committee meeting, 
Metro board member Muriel Bows- 
er, a Democrat who represents 
Ward 4 on the D.C. Council in addi- 
tion to serving on the transit board, 
said she’s concerned about the ris- 
ing pension and labor costs. 

“We can’t keep paying the 
costs,” she said. “They’re too high. 
It comes out of jurisdictions and 
riders.” 

She said employees of local gov- 
ernments in the region “have been 
asked to share more of the pension 
costs, but that is not happening” 
with Metro. 

Board member Artis Hamp- 
shire-Cowan, who represents 
Prince George’s County, agreed. 

“People today don’t have pen- 
sions they’re not paying into,” she 
said. “I’d like to see Metro come in 
line with area jurisdictions. Metro 
is the only major agency that has 
employees not paying into their

With New Limits Come Options 


Architects say height 
act stunts District’s 
economic potential 


Washington 

When proposals surface about 
changing the Heights of Build- 
ings Act of 1910 — Mayor Vincent 
C. Gray sparked the latest discus- 
sion last month — fears about views 
of the National Mall and the city’s 
historical L’Enfant plan inevita- 
bly follow. 

An Empire State Building would 
come to K Street! Pennsylvania 
Avenue would become a dreary 
office canyon! A commenter on a 
Washington Post story last month 
about lifting the cap put it this way: 
“The White House will look like 
an ant compared to skyscrapers 
a block away if they do away with 
the height limits.” 

There are economic and aesthet- 
ic arguments on both sides of the 
issue. Michael Hickok, senior prin- 
cipal at Hickok Cole Architects, said 
the rule limits not only the height of 
most of the city’s buildings to 130 
feet, but the capacity of its retail 



An Exercise in Creativity 

But what if the height act did vanish? If it were completely lifted and radi- 
cal ideas were proposed right in the heart of the city, how extreme could the 
changes be to D.C.’s skyline? To find out, we constructed a hypothetical query 
for some local commercial architects. The exercise ideas were more whimsy 
than real. One envisions a 400-foot headquarters for all the country’s Political 
Action Committees, above. Another incorporates a federally owned and oper- 
ated casino. But the exercise did allow Washington architects to do something 
they typically aren’t accustomed to: Let it all hang out. (twp) 


market and street life. 

“Height in this city isn’t about 
height. It’s about density,” Hick- 
ok said. 

“Everyone wants to have a 
city that can support a lot of retail 
space, a lot of residential space. 
But now you go to New York, and 
that endless retail is supported by 
millions of square feet of residen- 
tial space and office space, because 
they can go so high. And one of the 
reasons we can’t get enough live- 
ly retail in D.C. is that we can’t go 
higher than 130 feet.” 

Radical architecture isn’t pro- 
posed in Washington because it 
doesn’t make financial sense under 
the height act; every square foot 
must be maximized because there 
is no room to spare. 

It’s hard to find a Washington 
architect who considers changes to 
the height act likely, even though 
Gray suggested to members of Con- 
gress last month that just allowing 
maybe another story to downtown 
buildings or creating new limits in 
peripheral areas of Northeast and 
Southeast would “hugely help with 
economic development.”

Of all the milestones we’ve dis- 
cussed, there’s only one you’re 
certain to be part of: a 
funeral. Because it’s 
a dreaded topic, few 
people discuss their 
wishes before it’s too 
late to prepare. 

“Start talking about 
death now,” said Josh 
Slocum, executive director of 
Funeral Consumers Alliance. “It 
should be a household conversa- 


tion. It’s not disrespectful or mor- 
bid to talk about funeral prices. 
Treating funerals like a taboo sub- 
ject makes it taboo.” 

Experts weigh in on how to 
start talking and planning for the 
undertaker. 

Talk About It Now 

The first step is talking 
about what you want. 
While we plan for col- 
lege and weddings, few 
of us discuss what cas- 
ket we want for our buri- 
al. “A death is a high-pres- 
sure kind of event. You’re 
dealing with the emotional issues 
and you’re not making choices in 
an informed way,” says Anthony 



Giorgianni, associate finance edi- 
tor of Consumer Reports Money 
Adviser. Make plans before the 
death occurs, and revisit these 
plans every few years. 


Shop Around 

Visit funeral homes before you need 
one because prices vary widely. In 
one area, Slocum found that: “For 
the same exact simple cremation or 
burial, prices varied from $700 to 
$4,050. It is extremely important 
for people to shop around by call- 
ing and asking for prices.” 

Know Your Needs 

Did you know you can bring your 
own casket to a funeral home? Or 
that no state requires embalming? 
“Caskets aren’t even required” in 
most states, Slocum says. “You can 
rent the coffin, and some funer- 
al homes will let you display in 
a nice casket and then use a less 
elaborate burial container,” Gior- 
gianni says. “For cremation, law 
requires that they provide an 
alternative container,” meaning 
one that isn’t expensive or for 
display. Visit Finalrights.org to 
find out the minimums you need 
for burial. 


Know the Laws 

The Funeral Rule, a national law, 
requires funeral homes to give 
you a list of prices over the phone 
or a price sheet. “They are no lon- 
ger allowed to force to you to buy 
an all-inclusive package,” Slocum 
says. Giorgianni agreed, saying, 
“This law is designed to stop funer- 
al homes from taking advantage 
of you at a very stressful time.” 
According to the Federal Trade 
Commission’s most recent report, 
22 percent of funeral homes still 
violate this rule. Ask for prices and 
know your rights. 

Sealed Caskets 

An expensive vault or a special 
sealed casket won’t do anything for 
the body of your loved one. “None 
of these will prevent decomposi- 
tion or keep out air and water,” 
Slocum said. “[They] drain your 
wallet. Honest funeral directors

As Zuckerberg 
turns a year older, 
he’s proved youth 
has been on his side 

New York 

Don’t let the hoodie and sneakers 
fool you. Mark Zuckerberg is no wet- 
behind-the-ears CEO. 

Facebook’s chief executive turns 28 
on Monday, setting in motion the social 
network’s biggest week ever. The com- 
pany is expected to start selling stock to 
the public for the first time and begin 
trading on the Nasdaq Stock Market on 
Friday. The IPO could value Facebook 
at nearly $100 billion, making it worth 
more than such iconic companies as 
Disney, Ford and Kraft Foods. 

At 28, Zuckerberg is exactly half 
the age of the average S&P 500 CEO, 
according to executive search firm 
Spencer Stuart. With eight years on 
the job, he’s logged more time as lead- 
er than the average CEO, whose ten- 
ure is a little more than seven years, 
according to Spencer Stuart. Even 
so, the pressures of running a pub- 
lic company will undoubtedly take 
some getting used to. Once Facebook 
begins selling stock, Zuckerberg will 
be expected to please a host of new 
stakeholders, including Wall Street 
investment firms, hedge funds and 
pension funds who will pressure him

Backstory 

Facebook, of course, got its start 
in Mark Zuckerberg’s messy Har- 
vard dorm room in early 2004. 
Known asThefacebook.com back 
in those days, the site was created 
to help Harvard students— and 
later other college students— 
connect with one another online. 
The scrappy website later grew to 
include high-schoolers, then any- 
one else with an Internet connec- 
tion. Today more than 900 million 
people log in at least once a month, 
making Facebook the world’s de- 
finitive social network, (ap) 


to keep the company growing. 

Beyond His Years 

Young as he may seem — especially in 
that hooded sweatshirt — Zuckerberg 
will be about the same age as Michael 
Dell and older than Steve Jobs when 
those two took their companies, DeU Inc. 


and Apple Inc., public. In his years as 
Facebook’s CEO he’s met world leaders, 
rode a bull in Vietnam while on vaca- 
tion, started learning Mandarin Chinese 
and, as a personal challenge, wore a tie 
for the better part of a year. 

All along, Zuckerberg has shown 
a maturity beyond his years. As the 
site grew rapidly and caught the eye 
of big media and rival Internet compa- 
nies, Zuckerberg consistently rebuffed 
mouth-watering buyout offers, includ- 
ing from Google Inc. and Yahoo Inc. 

People who’ve observed Zucker- 
berg closely say his age is an asset. 
His is the generation that grew up 
with social networking, with comput- 
ers all around them and the Internet 
as something that’s always existed. 
Many of his employees are younger 
than he is, as are a lot of the up-and- 
coming technology entrepreneurs 
with whom he competes. 

“I don’t think you could build a 
company like this if you were an old 
guy like me,” says David Kirkpatrick, 


a 59 -year-old author who chronicled 
the company’s early history in “The 
Facebook Effect.” “It’s the willing- 
ness to take risks, the willingness to 
abide by a very contemporary vision 
... I don’t think that he’s too young. I 
think most CEOs are too old.” 

Hoodie Mentality 

Obviously, Zuckerberg still has a lot to 
learn. As part of Facebook’s pre-IPO 
“roadshow” last week, Zuckerberg visit- 
ed several venerable East Coast financial 
institutions wearing his signature hood- 
ie. While Silicon Valley insiders defend 
his fashion choice, others saw it as a sign 
of immaturity. Was it, as some speculat- 
ed, a sign of a rebellious 20-something 
acting out? For Michael Pachter, ana- 
lyst at Wedbush Securities, Zuckerberg’s 
attitude and attire symbolizes “a level 
of aloofness to stakeholders.” 

“He seems very customer-focused 
and very employee-focused. I am not 
sure he cares about anyone else. ... 
If he’s going to go public, he has to 
answer to shareholders,” Pachter 
says. “That’s why Google hired Eric 
Schmidt. That’s why Steve Jobs was 
ultimately forced out of Apple.” 

Zuckerberg has done well for him- 
self so far, but he’ll be pulled in many 
directions once Facebook is public. 
“There is going to be a tremendous 
amount of scrutiny on this compa- 
ny,” said Rebecca Lieb, analyst at the 
Altimeter Group. “Who really is qual- 
ified” to carry such a weight? (ap)

Dale Hunter 



When the former Capital was tabbed to take over for Bruce Bou- 
dreau on Nov. 28, many wondered if his defensive style of hock- 
ey would resonate with the Caps — a team who rebuked Bou- 
dreau’s attempts at dropping an offensive style for more 
responsible play. 

Hunter's first few months behind the bench didn’t show 
signs of the new defensive style sinking in, but during the 
playoffs the Caps excelled. Washington routinely won one- 
goal games, the Caps had the sixth-best penalty 
kill in the postseason through round two 
and Washington led all playoff teams in 
blocked shots. 

The Caps bought in and Hunter’s 
system provided something Boudreau 
could never get out of his team - true 
playoff hockey. The only question 
is whether or not Hunter wants 
to return for a second season. 



Braden Holtby 

When he took over the Capitals’ net at the start of the 
playoffs, Holtby had played just 21 NHL games. 

Holtby, who earned a .922 save percentage in 14 
postseason games, now leaves for the summer as 
a potential No. 1 goaltender and the reason why the 
Capitals likely won’t seek to resign veteran goalie 
Tomas Vokoun. After the Capitals lost goalie Semyon 
Varlamov through a trade, many wondered if the 
once-deep goalie talent was depleted. Holtby is proof 
it’s stronger than ever. 



Jay Beagle 

Beagle started as a fringe player who barely made 
the roster out of training camp. He then turned into a 
stable fourth liner under Hunter, but it wasn’t until the 
playoffs that Beagle began to prove his worth. 

The do-it-all defensive forward became a go-to 
guy on the penalty kill and during late-game situa- 
tions where the Caps were holding a lead. He was one 
of the best faceoff men for the Caps and as his play 
intensified, so did his ice time. Expect Beagle to be a 
major cog in the Caps’ future as a defense-first squad.

Alex Semin

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Nats Lose Ramos to Torn ACL 



Flores will become 
starting catcher for 
injury-riddled team 

The Nationals 

Nationals catcher Wilson Ramos 
will require surgery to repair a torn 
anterior cruciate ligament in his 
right knee, manager Davey John- 
son said on Sunday. The full sever- 
ity and complexity of the injury is 
not yet known, Johnson said, but 
Ramos will miss most of, if not all 
of, the remainder of the season. 

Ramos, 24, is a primary piece of 
the Nationals’ future, the catcher 
they acquired in a 2010 trade and 
“our backstop for the next 10 years,” 
general manager Mike Rizzo said. 
This winter, Ramos endured a har- 
rowing kidnapping episode in his 
native Venezuela. He arrived for the 
season with steely grace, grateful 
to be unharmed and eager to move 


on with his promising career. 

After a strong start to his sec- 
ond full season, Ramos now must 
recover from a devastating injury 
suffered on Saturday night. 

“It hasn’t been a very good year 


for him,” Johnson said. “If he didn’t 
have some bad luck, he wouldn’t 
have no luck.” 

Jesus Flores will replace Ramos 
as the Nationals’ starting catcher. 
He has played frequently this year.

TIM MURRAY LEARNED the importance 
of corporate values as a teenager working 
behind the counter at McDonald’s. After 
graduate school he began a career at AT&T 
developing a reputation for turning around 
businesses within the company. After 21 
years there, he transitioned into leading a 
series of technology companies for 11 years 
until landing his current post at K12. 

When did you realize you had a niche for 
turning around companies? 

After the breakup of the Bell system, I went to 
Boston to build an organization to interface 


with one of the former Baby Bells. This 
was a case of creating an organization that 
relatively became the best in its class. 

What is your secret? 

Two things. I start with what do our 
customers expect. Secondly, from a process 
perspective, I understand what business 
process is required to deliver performance to 
the customers’ expectations. Then you sweat 
all the details to make sure you operate that 
process effectively. 

How do you determine the process? 

One organization I ran was a repair 
operation, so the culture within the company 
was to focus on minimizing the mean time 
to repair. So, to have a two-hour outage 
was better than a four-hour outage. But the 
feedback from customers was clear: They 
were more satisfied if we kept them well 
informed. If the customer was kept well

informed and had a four-hour outage, they 
were more satisfied than having a two-hour 
outage and not being kept informed. Our 
goal became to keep them informed while 
trying to minimize the outage. 

How has your leadership evolved over the 
years? 

As we evolve, we learn to empower people 
more and not less. The Pygmalion Effect 
is the greatest sin a leader can commit. If 
you expect too little of people, that’s what 
you’ll get. As I’ve grown. I’ve learned to 
recognize the talent in people and the 
importance of empowering them. We’re 
more successful as a team when we have

Graduate Degrees 

Today’s teaching degrees are any- 
thing but cookie-cutter. The indus- 
try trend toward not-so-textbook 
master’s programs helps education 
professionals specialize in what sec- 
ondary schools need most: Strong 
school leaders as well as teachers 
who can reach students from a 
variety of backgrounds. 

These focused teaching degrees 
offer more flexibility in finding a 
job — and perhaps a bigger pay- 
check. 

Even some teachers-in-training

time teachers, two years to com- 
plete the program, which includes 
an internship. Besides covering 
such education-degree staples as 
curriculum development, students 
learn to manage both finances and 
employees. 

“They learn how to analyze 
schools and school districts from 
a more general perspective than 
the view of an individual class- 
room teacher,” Brazer says. 

Next, students identify problem 


areas at the schools where they’re 
interning and create and implement 
action plans to address them. 

“The internship piece is real- 
ly what appeals to me,” Kamar 
says. “The activities they have out- 
lined for us and the standards that 
we have to meet really give us an 
advantage as far as what it’s like 
to be a real administrator.” 

Urban Education 

Not all teachers want to leave the 
classroom to be an administrator. 
Those passionate about helping at- 
risk students can hone their skills 


with a master’s degree in urban 
education from Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity, the University of Maryland 
or the University of the District of 
Columbia (Udc.edu/ncue). 

Urban educators learn how to 
teach effectively in a classroom 


where many students arrive unpre- 
pared, several grade-levels behind 
and with life challenges that dis- 
tract them from school, says Julie 
Sweetland, director of the Urban 
Teacher Academy at UDC’s Cen- 
ter for Urban Education. 


Of course, Sweetiand is quick to 
point out that “most things about 
urban education are the same as 
rural, suburban, private — what- 
ever you want to say.

They 
spend the second year as employed, 
paid teachers, while still enrolled 
part-time at UDC. “That allows us

Language 

If you want to teach in a classroom 
and have a knack for language, check 
out programs in teaching English as 
a second language (ESL).

Staff of three instructors plus four 
freelancers have been offering training 
in CPR, first aid and Advanced Cardiac 
Life Support (ACLS), as well as the 
pediatric versions of those techniques, 
to individuals and groups around 
the nnetro area. They work with new 
parents as well as personal trainers, 
doctors and nurses who need to renew 
their CPR certifications. 

Classes, which are based on the 
Annerican Heart Association’s (AHA) 
guidelines for CPR, last one to eight 


hours and cost fronn $65 to $300, 
depending on the type of skill taught. 
Instructors guide students step-by- 
step through lifesaving techniques. 
Balarezo uses nnannequins whose 
chests rise and fall just as a real 
person's would when the breathing 
techniques are performed correctly. 
She also has defibrillator trainers 
identical to the real thing that don't 
administer a shock. 

GOTCPR's steady clients include 
corporations such as Gold’s Gym and 
area hospitals such as Inova Fairfax, 
George Washington University and 
Johns Hopkins University.

Balarezo sets her teaching schedule, 
which allows her to work as a lead EMT 
with her own ambulance and crew 
for the Dale City, Va., Volunteer Fire 
Department. She's also taking classes 
to become a physician's assistant. 

With her schedule so full, the pace can 
be grueling. “We do anywhere from 
one class a day to four or five classes," 
Balarezo says. 

Being around people who want 
to help others perks her up. “I really, 
really enjoy the stories that people 
share, even if it’s tragic," she says. 

“I just love to listen, and I love to 
share because I can completely 
empathize." 

And the money is good. Balarezo 
says she can earn in a day what she 
made in two weeks at the Vienna credit 
union where she worked for nine years 
before starting GOTCPR. 

HOW SHE GOT THIS JOB: 

Balarezo credits GOTCPR’s success 
to her experience as an EMT and her 
decision to hire only firefighters, EMTs 
or paramedics as CPR instructors. 

“To teach CPR or first aid, I think 
that you should be in a setting 
where you're actually doing this. It's 
different if you're being taught by 
someone who's never actually done 
CPR versus us, because this is what 
we do," she says. 

Balarezo became certified as an 
EMT in 1999 through Northern Virginia 
Community College (NVCC) and 
joined the fire department in 2010. In 
between, she earned a bachelor's in 
biology from George Mason University, 
graduating in 2009. 

She also taught CPR and first- 
aid classes at NVCC from January 
2005 until she started GOTCPR. For 
advice and business questions, she 
consults with her AHA Training Center 
coordinator.

What is Alex Trebek’s mustache? 

Indeed, “mustache” was the first 
word that sprang to mind when CNN’s 
Lizzy O’Leary — a contestant on this 
week’s “Jeopardy! Power Players Week” 
— was asked about Trebek. 

Of course, even O’Leary acknowl- 
edged that her answer doesn’t apply 
anymore. But it says something about 
the lasting power of “Jeopardy!” that 
it’s hard to picture Trebek — or the 
show — without the mustache. 

“It’s an iconic show,” said former 
Obama White House press secretary 
Robert Gibbs, who competed against 


O’Leary and “Hardball” host Chris 
Matthews in an episode airing Mon- 
day. “You watched it some in college. 
You watched some after dinner or 
something. It’s something that’s been 
with us for so long.” 

In Trebek’s 28 years as host of 
“Jeopardy!” (weeknights, 7:30 p.m., 
ABC), D.C. has always been a hotbed 
for contestants, and the show hasn’t 
lost its popularity in the region. 

Hundreds ofWashingtonians lined 
up early at DAR Constitution Hall last 
month to see Trebek take his act on the 
road for the show’s teen tournament 
— which aired the past two weeks — 
and the Power Players contests, fea- 
turing an array of celebrities compet- 
ing for charity. 

This isn’t the first time “Jeopar- 
dy!” has come to Washington. Another 
“Power Players Week” was held eight 
years ago. “We’re like the presidential 
run, except in reverse,” Trebek said. 
“When people are elected president, 
they come to Washington, D.C., and

if they re-elect they have to stay for 
eight years.

Trebek comes to D.C. for a few days 
each year to host the National Geo- 
graphic Bee. But bringing “Jeopardy!” 
to the District gave the host a larger 
time frame to see more of the area’s 
famed landmarks — and to experience 
some everyday D.C. nuisances. 

During the taping, Trebek took jabs 
at Metrobus drivers (“Have they never 
heard, 'Don’t block the box’”), our traf- 
fic jams (“I’ll never complain about 
traffic in L.A. again”) and the ever-

present sound of emergency vehicles 
(“Can you go a period without hearing 
sirens in Washington, D.C.?”). 

The celebrities competing this 
week have a distinctive D.C. flavor, 
with many either covering the news 
or making headlines, like Gibbs, and 
his predecessor in the Bush adminis- 
tration, Dana Perino, who competed 
against NBA legend Kareem Abdul- 
Jabar and CNBC anchor David Faber 
in an episode airing Tuesday. 

Other local tie-ins include clues 
about D.C. sites and one about a cer- 
tain Nationals pitcher. 

About the only thing missing was 
Trebek’s mustache. 

“It’s in a drawer in my dresser in 
Los Angeles, so I can’t put it on at any 
time,” joked Trebek, who wore a fake 
mustache as an April Fool’s joke in 
2001, months after his famous shave. 
“But I don’t think I’ll grow it again. If 
I do grow it again, it will come out a 
lot whiter.” 

It’s a good trick to keep Trebek and 
“Jeopardy!” from showing their age.

At His Best and Worst 


‘King of Late Night' 
views Johnny Carson 
from every angle

^ pgg "I “Johnny Carson: King of 
8:00 Late Night ” a heartfelt and 
^ ^ at times beautiful and mel- 
ancholy two-hour “American Mas- 
ters” documentary, is a fine effort 
by filmmaker Peter Jones to both 
exalt and deconstruct the man. He 
has access to all the great stuff from 
the vaults, but he’s after something 
deeper in Carson’s private persona. 
What we come away with is a por- 
trait of someone who was brilliant- 
ly witty and easygoing, so long as 
the camera was on. 

When it wasn’t, well . . . people 
still aren’t quite sure of what to say. 


He was, by most accounts, socially 
awkward. He was a straying hus- 
band, a sometimes tyrannical boss, 
an ambivalent friend, a remote 
father and a mean drunk. 

We are asked to consider all 
these things on balance with the 
soothingly ebullient happiness that 
“The Tonight Show,” under Car- 
son’s stewardship, brought bedtime 
viewers for close to 30 years. The 
joy comes out far ahead, but a bit- 
tersweet aftertaste remains. Carson 
is still a tough nut to crack. 

Going to the same thematic 
places where most Carson biogra- 
phers have already trod, Jones’ film 
nevertheless shapes a penetrating 
and refreshingly frank look at the 
man who mapped out the turf that 
is still so ardently fought for in the 
seemingly endless “late-night wars.”
